The  above  tabic  shews  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease 
for  the  past  six  years  *  Smallpox  and  diphtheria  have  not 
attached  any  inhabitant  but  this  immunity  will  only  persist 
provided  children  are  duly  immunized  and  vaccinated  against  these 
diseases . 
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Cases  of  Whooping  Cough  should  become  less  frequent  as 
the  numbers  of  infants  immunized  against  this  disease  increase. 

The  incidence  of  measles  presents  a  biennial  pattern  as 
in  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales.  Although  no  death  has  ensued 
from  this  disease  it  cannot  be  regarded  as  a  trivial  childhood 
infection  since  its  complications  can  produce  severe  disability 
and  cases  of  encephalitis  due  to  measles  have  occurred  in  the 
district.  Supplies  of  serum  for  treating  selected  cases  or 
prophylaxis  of  selected  cases  of  measles  are  available  to  medical 
practitioners  on  application  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Bath, 

The  ubiquitous  streptococcus  is  always  present  in  the  town 
causing  scarlet  fever  and  erysipelas.  Every  person  'With  a  sore 
throat  should  be  fully  aware  that  although  he  or  she  is  not  sickening 
with  a  rash  the  germs  causing  the  sore  throat  can  cause  scarlet 
fever.  Obviously  it  is  not  fair  to  one's  fellow  citizens  to  spread 
such  an  infection  and  all  steps  should  be  taken  to  prevent  such 
dissemination,  "Coughs  and  sneezes"  can  spread  infections  other 
than  the  common  cold. 

Poliomyelitis  (infantile  Paralysis)  has  made  sporadic 
appearances,  not  in  infants,  but  mainly  in  young  adults,  following 
the  general  age  pattern  of  infection  in  this  country.  It  can  be 
assumed  that  for  one  case  admitted  to  hospital  about  ten  persons 
v/ere  infected  and  were  infectious  to  others  although  they  did  not 
shew  any  signs  of  disease.  To  prevent  such  infection  the  strictest 
attention  to  personal  hygiene  and  particularly  to  the  hygienic 
preparation  of  food  is  necessary.  Dysentery,  poliomyelitis  and  food 
poisoning  are  too  common  diseases  of  the  period  in  which  we  live  and, 
it  is  worth  repeating,  will  only  become  uncommon  as  a  result  of 
strict  hygiene  in  preparing  and  partaking  of  food  and  drink. 

Your  medical  officer  of  health  can  now  express  his  relief 
that  more  cases  of  cerebro  spinal  meningitis  have  not  occurred.  The 
incidence  of  the  disease  can  be  regarded  as  an  index  of  overcrowding 
and  garrison  towns  and  the  like  used  to  be  particularly  regarded 
with  suspicion.  Although  many  applicants  are  still  waiting  for 
Council  houses  I  feel  that  the  vigorous  housing  policy  pursued  by  the 
Council  and  the  War  Department  has  done  more  than  anything  else  in 
preventing  this  disease. 

Waterborne  diseases  are  conspicuously  absent  from  the  table. 
Credit  for  this  must  be  given  to  your  Water  Engineer,  who  is  also 
your  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  for  his  attempt  to  ensure  efficient 
sterilization  of  the  water  supply  by  chlorination.  It  must  also  be 
remembered  that  sterilization  of  water  by  bleaching  powder  was  first 
carried  out  in  1897  by  Woodhead  to  abate  the  typhoid  epidemic  in 
Maidstone  which  resulted  in  1847  cases  and  132  deaths.  Ninety  years 
later  the  waterborne  epidemic  in  Croydon  caused  43  deaths  and 
approximately  0*7%  of  the  population  contracted  the  disease.  One 
of  the  three  factors  in  the  latter  outbreak  was  "the  process  of 
chlorination  being  in  abeyance".  Should  chlorination  of  water 
derived  from  Shearwater  cease,  from  accident,  neglect  or  any  other 
cause,  that  polluted  supply  could  cause  an  epidemic  in  Warminster 
since  no  other  recognised  line  of  defence,  viz.  protection  of  the 
source,  storage,  or  filtration  is  in  being.

Here  I  simply  repeat  the  remarks  contained  in  my  report  for 
1953?  viz.  "it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  abandon  the 
Shearwater  supply  as  soon  as  an  alternative  supply  can  be  made 
available.  Only  slow  progress  is  being  made  in  providing  an 
alternative  supply  since  the  second  borehole  provided  at  Arn  Hill  is 
only  regarded  by  the  Consultant  Engineers  as  a  standby  in  case  of 
breakdown  of  the  pumps  for  the  first  borehole.  Since  the  raw  water 
at  Shearwater  is  grossly  polluted  and  also  acid  in  reaction  with 
strong  metallic  solvent  properties,  it  should  be  abandoned  with  all 
expedition.".

During  the  year  the  two  new  pumping  stations  at  Calveswater 
and  Boreham  were  brought  into  operation,  and  the  construction  of 
new  trunk  sewers  was  completed.  These  works,  together  with  the 
recently  constructed  disposal  works  (at  a  combined  cost  of 
£120,000)  will  make  it  possible  to  connect  a  number  of  properties 
to  the  town  sewers  which  could  not  previously  be  drained,  and  steps 
will  be  taken  in  the  near  future  to  induce  the  owners  concerned  to 
take  advantage  of  these  improved  facilities. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  will  rectify  unsatisfactory  conditions 
which  have  existed  for  many  years,  in  some  parts  of  the  area.
